has been launched by 12 Great Lakes Steamship companies.

grant them huge subsidies in order 
that they may rebuild old ships and 
construct new ones to the tune of 
$80,000,000. 

All this is to be done in the name 
of “national defense.” | 


Shipping on the lakes is not an 
independent operation. For the | 
most part the boats are owned by 
iron ore and steel interests. 

The chief Congressman promoter 
for the plan is Alvin F. Weichel

VETOES POSTPONEMENT 


When the resolution was called 
for action by the committee a half 
hour before adjourrment time, a 
delegate asked postponement of the 
important issue until the next day. 
Murray expressed the opinion that 
more time was unnecessary and or- 
dered it read. He called on Germano 
as the first speaker who released a 
barrage of abuse upon Migas for 
issuing the statement and called 
him a “slimy rat.” 


With administration stalwarts, 
hundreds of them full-time staff 
members, whooping it up mob- 
fashion and shouting “throw him 
out,” Murray took over. 


He asked Migas to step up on the 
floor to question him on sections 
of the leaflets. He referred to an 
item in the Daily Worker on the 
steel union which he said drew 
similar conclusions on the steel un- 
jion’s rwegotiations. Hence Migas 
didn’t write the leaflet himself but 
“outsiders wrote it for him,” shouted 
Murray. 


His voice high-pitched and face 
very red, Murray fanned a red- 
baiting atmosphere as no labor 
leader ever did in my experience. 
He called the writer of the state- 
ment a “liar” and suggested that 
convention rule forbidding slan- 
der was violated. As administra- 
tion men shouted “throw him out” 
and “expel him” Murray assumed 
the role of a protector of civil 
rights and permitted Migas to 
speak why he “resorted to treach- 
ery.” 

ONLY WAY 


Migas explained that he resorted 
to the.statement because this was 
“the only way it could be done in 
this convention.” 

He said the union became a pow- 
erful organization because of its 
past militancy which is now being 
abandoned. He insisted that even 
now the union could press for its 
25 cents an hour demand and strike 
if need be because the corporation, 
in Murray’s own words, did not ne- 


gotlate in good faith.

With Migas still at the micro- 
phone, Murray him to take 
his seat and proceeded to call for 
a vote.

A few moments later hundreds 
of delegates were making for the 
doors «while Murray banged the 
gavel asking that they stay in their 
seats. He was unheeded, however, 
when this correspondent reached 
the scene across the street from 
the hall, Migus, very much roughed- 
up was being pushed by several 
policemen into a taxicab with hun- 
dreds of delegates pushing around 
them.
